As a result of quotas imposed upon foreigu 
cotton piece goods by Ceylon, Britam is 
ousting Japan from the Island’s markets. 

Ceylon's imperts of cotton goods from the 
United Kingdom last year comprised 73 per 
cent. of the total imports of bleached material, 
60 per cent. of the total printed and 27 per 
cent, of dyéd piece goods. The corresponding 
imports in 1933 were 25 per cent. 22 per 
cent. and 6 per cent. . 

The imports of cotton piece goods from 
the United. Kingdom last year were 13,179,194 
yards of bleached, 8,221,464 yards of dyed, 
9,314,072 yerds of printed, 819,702 yards of 
grey and 92,853 yards of other, totalling 
1.627,285 yards. : 

Japan, in the same year, sent only 2,082,051 


yards of hleached cotton piece goods, 
2.053.278 yards of dyed, 5,945,473 yards of 
printed, 262,308 yards of grey and yards 


of other. totalling 10,348,631 yards, 
Ceylon’s quota scheme was eniorced in 
July, 1934, by an Order in Council. The 


preamble to the Order stated it was ‘‘desivable 


to regulate the importation into Ceylon of 


| certain textile goods,’’ for prior to that year 


Japan was having it all her own way in the 
Ceylon cotfbn piece goods market.

Plays about the ordinary business life of 
the country—about the buying and selling 
which make up so much of the daily life of 
the community—have been somewhat slow in 
coming to the stage of the Abbey Theatre. 
That is probably due to the notion that only 
commerce on the largest scale will provide 
the materials for drama; a notion which ‘Mr. 


Shiels has now proved to have been “nsireiy | 


wrong. If Bernard Shaw may give to the 
stage an Andrew Undershait and Eugene 
O'Neill au entire gallery of commercial 
portraits and studies the reason tor the 
existence of these stage characters is not 
to be sought in the scale of the commerce, 
but in the nature of the people. 


CHICANERY 


Commercial chicanery is to be found in 
business great and small, as fraud may be 
found in unexpected places. For the 1-ui pose 
of his play Mr. Shiels finds the material in 
the business of a dealer in agricultural pro- 
duce in a Northern Irish small town, and he 
welds his materials into a most entertaining 
comedy. He managed to get all the history 
of this business conspiracy into a single day 
in time, a piece of stage construction which 
may be commended to aspiring playwrights. 
From the beginning Mr. Shiels has shown 
himself a master of stagecraft, so it need not 
be unduly stressed that he again proves his 
technical mastery in ‘‘Quin’s Secret.’ 

The Quin of the title is the hook-keeper 
of the produce store—a branch of a business 
with headquarters in Belfast. He is the 
only hones; person in the store; all the 
others engaging in fraud connected with the 
weighing of potatoes or corn, or in the 
falsification of accounts. His seeret is that 
he is aware of the fraudulent practices of 
his colleagues, but the secret by which he 
outwits the Managing Director is one he 
never knew. 


THE WEIGHBRIDGE 


Manager, store foreman, and weighbridge 
keeper, all conspired to defraud, not their 
employer, but the farmers who sold goods. 
The manager was always so fuddled by 
drink that he never cared to discover where 
the money came from, until a stocktaking 
brought him to a falsification of the figures. 
The store foreman carried on a large pri- 
vate business for his own benefit, which the 
man in control of the scales contnved to 
make possible. The proceeds of the fraud 
were divided among the three, enabling the 
one to drink, the other to retire when the 
challenge came, and the third to whine con- 
sistently through three acts.

JEWISH CALENDAR 


The Semitic calendar told the Jews that 
that day was the 15th Nisan, . But the early 
Christians had no such guide. Throughout 
the Roman Empire, wherever the ecclesiastical 
provinces or sees were founded, different 
modes of reckoning were in use, The Julian 
Calendar, whether tt was observed either in 
its original or in its revised form, failed to 
correspond with the Jewish one. ‘The former 
was based on the solar year and the latter on 
the lunar year, and as a consequence the be- 
ginnings of years and. moriths according to 
either computation —.ver synchronised. Every 
nation in the early centuries of the Christian 
era from Gaul to Arabia had its own way of 
reckoning, so that as the year passed the 
discrepancies between their calendars and the 
Jewish calendar became greater, The extent 
and nature of the difference between the time 
for celebrating the Jewish Passover and 
Christian Easter became more marked as the 
years went by. 

Lefore the “first two centuries of the 
Cliristian era had elapsed complete confusjon 
eristed in each nation as to how its particu- 
‘lar system of chronology could enable it to 
determine the exact day of Christ’s death.

So the all-important qu-stion arose: how 
was the date of the Resurrection to be deter- 
mined? In the choice of methods, the 
Church of Alexandria took the initiative. 
Obviously, the easiest way would have been 
to ascertain on which day of March or April 
the 15th Nisan had fallen in the year of our 
Lord’s death—i.e,, 782 U.C. But that was 
impossible to determine after a long period 
of years had elapsed. What, then, was the 
truest guide to be relied upon’? It was 
naturally the spring full moon, at the full 
nearest to March 21st, for the 15th Nisan 
must fall either on this full moon or there- 
abouts. That was the ruling element in the 
problem, once it was realised that astronomic 
data were essential to solve it. But nearly 
1,600 years had to pass before that perfectly 
accurate knowledge of the motions of the sun 
and moon h. J been astertained which: made it 
possible to establish a rule for the exact 
determination of Easter. Throughout that 
long stretch the Church in East and West 
was embroiled in controversies over the ques- 
tion, and now, in our own time, the question 
as to whether Easter should not be fixed on 
a particular Sunday has been discussed by 
parliaments, congresses and savants, but with- 
out signs of any agreement. 

Not unti! the Council of Trent, directed by 
Gregory XIII., and assisted by the astronomic 
learning of Father Christopher Clavius, 8.J., 
gave the subject its closest investigation was 
the reform of the calendar effected, and the 
rule for finding Easter laid down. Up to 
the end of the sixteenth century Europe was 
in chronological confusion. Father Clavius's 
work put the calendar on «a right basis, 
eliminated errors, and, adopting a cycle of 
532 years, brought it into such harmony with 
the sun’s time that only gbout a quarter of 
a day of difference between solar and secular 
time occurs every four thousand years. ,

“Che Fighting Parson ~ 


So poor Bob Hilliard has been killed in 
Spain. He was a strange personality, full 
of likeable qualities, yet curiously way- 
ward in his outlook upon life. 

I remember him well as a youth of 
seventeen, flaxen-haired and bubbling over 
with energy, when first he came up to 
Trinity from his native Killarney. 

He was not long in college until he 
found himself a member of that small 
group of extreme Nationalists who con- 
stituted the Thomas Davis Society, and, 
when the civil war broke out, Hilliard, 
with one or two others, took the side of the 
Republicans. 

After the civil war he was back in college 
again, and quickly made a name for him- 
self as a boxer. He did not know the 
meaning of physical fear. Although he 
hardly could see without his glasses he 
fought his way into the forefront of Trinity 
boxing, and actually boxed for Ireland in 
the Olympic Games—at, I think. 
Amsterdam. 

He went to London for.a time, during 
which he had various jobs in journalism, 
being associated with Sir Basil Clarke s 
Editorial Services for a period. He also 
worked with Mr. Malcolm Lyon. He then 
decided to become a clergyman, and came 
back to Trinity for that purpose. He 
became editor of 7.C.D.. and for some 

years took a prominent part in college life 
in general. 

When he was ordained he was appointed 


to the curacy of Derriaghy Parish, just 
outside Belfast, and afterwards was 


attached to the Cathedral Mission under 
the present Dean. Some two years ago he 
resigned from the ministry, and returned 
to Lonion to resume his journalistic 
activities. 

I had lost touch with him for some time, 
but used to hear of him from various 
friends who met him in London. It came 
as a shock to hear that he had been killed 
while fighting with the Internationa! 
Brigade before Madrid: but there was a 
queer streak of quixotry about Hilliard. 
He would espouse any cause in which he 
believed, whether it was right or wrong, 
and now he has given his life for some- 
thing which he believed to be right. No 
man could do more.

li a thing is worth having, he said, it is 
worth fighting for, and we must make up our 
minds to make ourselves as obnoxious as 
possible to those who are not prepared to do 
us justice. The first function of any Govern- 
ment 1s to ensure that its citizens are given 
opportunities to earn a decent livelihood, with 
reasonable working hours and fair remunera- 
tion. It is time that these conditions were 
insisted upon by our Government. 


LAST YEAR’S INCOME 


Mr. Nolan said that the ineome of the 
union in the past year had increased by over 
£5,000. In 1923 their minimum wage agree- 
ments in Dublin ceased to have effect, and 
since that neriod employers in the distribu- 
tive trade, with some exceptions, were per- 
mitted to engage workers at any wages they 
thought fit to pay them. They had hoped 
a year ago that by collective agreement with 
the rac association the matter werld 
be settled amicably, but, unfortunately, they 
found it impossible to get the employers to 
meet them on the matter, and they were 
forced to take ‘action with individual firms, 
with satisfactory results. 

Mr. Nolan then moved the adoption of 
the report and statement of accounts, 
Seconding the adoption of the report, Mr. 
Denis Herbert (Limerick) said that it was 
one of which they could all be proud. The 
formation of two branches in Dublin had 
met with extraordinary success, and had 
resulted in the establishment of a minimum 
wage, together with increased membership.

EMPLOYMENT IN SHOPS 


On behalf of the Exccutive Committee, Mr. 
Drumgoole proposed & resolution calling for 
legisiztion to make better provision for the 
regulation of conditions of employment im 
shops. 

Improvements called for in the resolution, 
which was adopted unanimously, include a 
40-hour week in office and shop, a weekly 
half-holiday begiuning not later than 1 p.m 
for all commercial employés; compulsory 
closing of all shops aad offices not later than 
1.80 on one day in each week, closing of all 
siops and offices on Sunday, enforcement of 
ninimum standards of hygiene, recognition of 
the right of the workers to have a voice in 
the administration of the law, and the ep 
forcement of such legislation to be placed in 
the hands of a central government authority 


SHOP GIRLS’ HOURS 


The same resolution, said Mr. Drumgoole, 
had been passed at three previous delegate 
meetings, but it must be kent before them. 
This country was very backward so far as 
employment in commerce was concerned, and 
ha knew of cases in Dublin where shop girls 
were compelled to work from 7.30 a.m, until 
11 p.m. That was inhuman, and should not 
be permitted in a civilised country. They 
should demand that such conditions be 
abolished, and thet could not be done with- 
out legislation. It might be said that 
werkers in such shova should be organised 
into a union, but that was not possible for 
they had no time off to attend meetings and 
they could not afford even 6d. a week as a 
contribution to union funds, Until they got

Italy’s Intentions 


A remarkable, and in some respects a 
dangerous, situation has arisen in regard 
to the civil war in Spain. Some months 
ago, when fortune seemed to be smiling on 
General Franco’s cause, Signor Mussolim 
actually proposed that all foreign 
volunteers should be withdrawn from the 
Peninsula, At that time he was convinced 
that General Franco could win the war 
without external aid, and agreed to the 
non-intervention pact in the belief that 
the Italian troops already had paved the 
way to an insurgent victory. Then he 
went to Libya, having sent very indiscreet 
telegrams to the commanders of the 
Italians in Spain congratulating them 
on their successes, and predicting that 
they would be in Madrid on March 15th. 
Unfortunately, some of these telegrams 
were captured by the Government forces 
and were broadcast in the continental and 
South American Press, much to the 
chagrin of the Duce, whose temper was 
not improved when he learnt of. the 
unhappy outcome of the fighting near 
Siguenza. At first it was thought that 
the Italians merely had been unable te 
drive home their offensive in the Guadala- 
jara front; but it is admitted generally 
now that they suffered a humiliating 
defeat. Apparently they were enlisted 
men of the Littorio Division, under ex- 
perienced officers who had fought in 
Abyssinia, and they were opposed by some 


detachments of the International Brigade, 


as well as by the Government’s militia 
men. It was the first occasion on which 
the Italians had met with serious resist- 
ance in Spain, and it was too much for 
them. They broke and fled, leaving behind 
them large numbers of prisoners and 
quantities of war material. This reverse 
affected Signor Mussolini so deeply that 
he came hurrying back from North Africa 
to find out what had happened, and 
decided to make a complete change in his 
policy towards non-intervention, Although 
he had been the author of the proposal to 
withdraw all volunteers from Spain, his 
Ambassador in London, Count Grandi, 
informed the Non-Intervention Committee 
that, “in his opinion,” no Italian 
volunteer would be withdrawn until the 
The Italian newspapers 
have supported this statement, and there 
is very little doubt that it was made on 
the Duce’s orders. 

What does he propose to do now? On 
the answer to this question may depend 
the issue between peace and war in 
Europe. About eight months ago the 
Germans and the Italians recognised 
General Franco as the rightful ruler of 
Spain. They believed sincerely then that 
he was sure to win the civil war—particu- 
larly as he was being supported by their 
‘* volunteers,’’ and, probably in the hope 
of certain favours to come in the way of 
economic, if not of territorial, concessions, 
they hastened to send their Ambassadors to 
his seat of government at Burgos. After 


| a while the Germans began to repent of 


their hasty action. Their experienced 
officers in Spain were disgusted at the 
inefficiency of the Franco régime; their 
airmen were shocked at the speed and 


fighting qualities of the Russian aeroplanes 


which had been sent to help the Govern- 
ment forces, and Herr Hitler began to 
wonder if he had not been rather pre- 
cipitate when he agreed to make common 
cause with Signor Mussolini. To all 
intents and purposes the despatch of 
Germans to Spain ceased before the New 
Year. Since that time not even “ doctors 
and. medical assistants ” have been landed 
on the Peninsula, whereas it is an open 
secret that large number of Italians of’ 
various categories have been arriving at 
more or less regular intervals. The result 
has been that the war in Spain is largely 
a struggle between the Spanish militia and 
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| Britain in “áil 


’ 


ain in particular that Italy had | 
waited for forty years to avenge the defeat 


of Adowa. How long will she wait to 

avenge Guadalajara? All Europe is 

wise, to know. 
Italy’s dictator is a law unto himself. 


‘Like all other dictators, he is obsessed 


with vanity, and, being surrounded by 
sycophantic flatterers, is inclined, not 
unnaturally, to imagine that he cannot 
make a mistake. Herr Hitler is in a 
different position, inasmuch as there are 
several of his present followers both 


| capable and anxious to replace him as 


head of the German Government; but 
Signor Mussolini is »!one—the complete 
dictator. than whom there can be no 
lonelier person in the world. Hitherto 
he has had his way in almost everything. 
He began by the shelling of Corfu, defied 
the collective might of the nations in the 
matter of Abyssinia, and has been acting 
in regard to Spain as if no other Power 
but Italy existed. The dapger now is that 
he may .throw caution to the winds and 
risk everything on a final desperate throw. 
If he should decide to avenge the defeat 
on the Guadalajara front, he must send 
more troops to Spain. Now that the 
system of international control is more or 
less in full swing, the surreptitious 
arrival of Italian or any other forces on 
the Peninsula no longer will be possible. 
and whatever is done must be done openly. 
In short, if Signor Mussolini wishes to 
recover his prestige in Spain he must 
make honest war on the Spanish Govern 
If he should decide to take this 
course, a general war in Europe will be 
difficult to avoid. The Russians certainly 
would abandon all pretence at non 
intervention. - M, Blum, with the best 
possible intentions, hardly could restrain 
the Left parties in France, and Great 
Britain would find herself in an exceed 
ingly awkward position. It is true that 
Italy. is in no case to fight a war against 
well armed and highly organised nations 
Her economic condition is parlous; her 
vast commitments in Abyssinia are cost- 
ing her huge sums of money which she ill 
can afford, and well authenticated reports 
from Spain indicate that the Italians who 
are fighting there have little stomach for 
their job. These facts may, or may not, 
influence the Duce. One must hope 
devoutly that they will influence him; 
for another war would bring disaster to 
us all,

The Nava) Race 


Another attempt to save something from 
the wreck of naval disarmament has failed. 
Ever since the Naval Conference of last 
year failed, and with it vanished the hope 
of a pact to replace the lapsed Treaties 
of Washington and London, the British 
and American Governments have been 
working through the regular diplomatic 
channels for an agreement of one sort or 
another. Some time ago the British 
Government. asked the Japanese whether 
they would consent to limit the calibres of 
naval guns to 14 inches. The Japanese 
have been slow to answer, and their arfswer 
is unfavourable. They repeat that they 
will have nothing to do with ‘‘ qualita- 
tive’’ limitation—that is to say, a 
limitation of the size of ships or of guns— 
unless it is accompanied by “ quantita- 
tive ” limitation—in other words, a reduc- 
tion of the actual number of ships in the 
various navies. They base their refusal on 
selfish, but not the less logical, arguments. 
Great Britain, they say, is weil enough 
provided with large, heavy ships, and for 
the present has no need of any more. What 
she requires is a greater number of com- 
paratively small, fast and lightly armed 
vessels of war for the protection of her 
scattered Empire and the assurance of her 
communications, In the Japanese view 
she can subscribe without loss to an agree- 
ment for the reduction of warship tonnage 
and gun calibres. The United States, like 
Great Britain, can afford to dispense with 
any more large ships. She likewise needs 
rapid vessels which can be despatched at 
will either to hér Pacific or her Atlantic 
seaboard ; and her distaste for large ships 
—says Tokyo—conceivably is dictated by 
the fact that they cannot pass the Panama 
Canal. At all eyents, the same old dead- 
lock has been reached. Every nation is 
willing to make concessions to disarma- 
ment so long as they do not interfere with 
its own requirements. Great Britain and 
the United States have sufficient large 
ships, and will consent to a ban on the 
building of any more large ships, while 
Japan wants to equal the other two Powers 
in her supply of large ships, and will 
permit no limitation of her right to build 
them.- The Japanese answer is logical 
enough, and would be persuasive if it had 
not to be read in the light of her entire 
naval policy. The purpose of every dis- 
armament pact is to limit a nation’s war- 
ships to the strength necessary for the 
nation’s defence. A glance at the map of 
the world shows that Japan can be de- 
fended by a far smaller navy than either 
Great Britain or the United States. Great 
Britain must protect tens of thousands of 
miles of communications, and the coasts of 
an Empire that extends over five con- 
tinents: the United States, while notably 
less vulnerable, has a long and readily 
approachable coastline.. By comparison, 
Japan’s need of naval protection is very. 
small, indeed. It is a great pity that the

| LONDON LETTER 


THE ENGLISH ROADS

OTORISTS who have been touring in 
different parts of the country during 

the Easter holiday complain that the 
roads have been in very bad condition 
owing to the severity of the weather, which 
has mingled rain, snow and sleet with 
sunshine. The complaints are directed 
mainly to the lack of uniformity in the 
road surfaces, and to the practice of some 
local authorities of throwing gravel on 
the roadways when there is a prospect ol 
ice. In the days of horse transport gravel 
was a suitable treatment for icy roads, 
but motorists find that on many surfaces 
the liability to skidding is increased by 
its distribution. Much remains to be done 
to the main highways of the country before 
they are safe in all conditions for the 
vast volume of motor traffic with which 
they are now called upon to cope; and it 
must be hoped that the nationalisation of 
the main ronds will iead to improvements. 


A ‘* Turf Sensation “ 


The Kvening Standard says that 
‘throughout the Easter holiday inquiry 
agents working for a well-known firm of 
(ity solicitors have been carrying out an 
investigation in the racing world. A big 
‘Turf sensation may be the result. The 
inquiries are concerned with insurances 
taken out against the contingency ot 
horses not running in certain races, and 
they are being conducted on behalf of the 
underwriters. [The question which is being 
investigated is whether at the time of 
taking out the insurance the insurer can 
have been tn possession of knowledge that 
the horse would be ‘scratched.’ It has 
been found that the owners and trainers 
of the horses in question were unaware of 
any insurance against their horses heing 
scratched from the specified races. Certain 
underwriters hold the view that, although 
there is every possibility that there is a 
satisfactory explanation of these in- 
surances, the circumstances justify the 
thorough inquiry which is now being 
carried out.” : 


Mr. Maxton’s Party 


Mr. James Maxton intends to give up 
ihe chairmanship of his party, a position 
he has held for several years, and it is 
probable that he will be succeeded by Mr.

Aden 


Great Britain will have a new colony 
on April 1st, when Aden will cease to be 
part of British India under the provisions 
of the Aden Colony Order, 1936. Instead 
of being part of the Bombay Presidency, 
it wil: be the Colony of Aden, with Sir 
Bernard Reilly as its first Governor. Aden, 
occupying a position of great strategic im- 
portance. has a population of some 55,000. 
It is built on an extinct volcano at the 
southern extremity of Arabia, and has the 
reputation of being one of the hottest 
places on earth. The first indication of 
the colony’s independence will be the issue 
of its own postage stamps, which will have 
a design showing an Arab dhow. 

By the way, this afternoon I was shown 
the first postage stamp bearing the head 
of King George V1. ft comes from Papua, 
and is of pale red, value twopence : The 
portrait of the King. a profile head, is very 
wood indeed, 


London s Protection 


The Port of London Authority is pre- 
paring plans to supply London with food 
during a possible enemy attack from the 
air. The scheme provides for the pro- 
tection of the London docks, wharves and 
warehouses, and all the local authorities 
of the district are co-operating with the 
Admiralty in the arrangements, Every one 
of the great docks will be regarded as a 
self-contained unit, with its own fire 
brigade equipment, gas mask store, and 
other forms of protection. If one dock 
suffers severe damage its defensive forces 
will be augmented by volunteers from the 
others. Masters of ships lying in the 
docks will be responsible for their craft, 
but will be able to call for assistance from 
the authority if. necessary. . Nine hundred 
of the dock employés have been trained 
in first-aid treatment, and further aid will 
be forthcoming from outside the docks if 
demanded. The plan is a big one, but its 
structure has been completed, and the 
docks will soon have one of the most 
effective protection units in the country. 


An Engineer’s Strike 


The threatened stoppage in the 
engineering industry is giving rise to 
anxiety, and efforts will be made here to- 
morrow to avert the trouble. The execu- 
tive of the Amalgamated — Engineering 
Union is to meet to-morrow to consider 
the position, and it is hoped that. some- 
thing satisfactory may result. At the 
moment it is thought that the Government 
will be compelled to intervene unless a 
satisfactory settlement can be reached 
without delay, since there is much Govern- 
ment work on the Clyde which cannot be 
held up. If no agreement can be reached 
to-morrow 120.000 engineers may be 
affected before the end of the week. 


Fishguard and Rosslare 


Special arrangements are being made by 
the Great Western Railway to cater for 
the increasing number of passengers 
cravelling with motor cars between Fish- 
guard and Rosslare during the coming 
summer holiday months. The decks of the 
company’s vessels St. Andrew and St. 
David have been altered to enable cars to 
be _lnaded and = discharged more ex- 
peditiously, and from four o’clock in the 
afternoon they will be fully staffed and 
prepared for the reception of passengers. 
Ample hot water facilities for baths, etc., 
will he provided, and dinner will be served 
on hoard the steamers from 6.30 p.m. to 9.0 
p.m., whilst breakfast will be served in the 
morninas. The lichting of the public 
rooms has been improved, and wireless 
installed, together with many other 
amenities for the comfort of passengers.

to the Dublin Corporation. The Executive 
Committee state that legislation affecting 
working conditions in shops is out of date, 
and radically requires modernisation. 
The union’s view is that the time during 
which the employé should be at the dis- 
posal of the employer should be limited 
to 40 hcurs per week, and that overtime 
should be paid for at the rate of one and 
a half times that paid for normal time; 
that all shop workers should be allowed 
a weekly half-holiday, commencing not 
later than 1 p.m. in the day. They urge 
that Saturday is the most suitable day for 
the half-holiday ; that 6 p.m. be 'the clos- 
ing hour five days a week, and 7 p.m. on 
Saturdays. It is proposed that all shops 
should be- shut on Sundays, except milk 
and newspaper shops and restaurants and 
refreshment rooms. 


SUGGESTED EXEMPTIONS 


It is also submitted that the following 
should be exempted from the proposed 
legislation :—Employés in hotels, restau- 
rants or boarding houses; employés of 
wholesale market traders ; persons wholly 
or mainly in canvassing for orders or 
collecting payments, and commercial 
travellers.

"BUS OVERTURNED 


TWENTY HURT IN AVOIDING 
A BOY 


Twenty people were injured yesterday 
when a Newcastle Corporation "bus over- 
turned in New Bridge street, Newcastle, 
a busy thoroughfare.
